ESPECTING- my views of the great 
matters of religion, I think it but rea- 
ſonable, that. every. congregation ſhould be 
ſatisfied, in the religious ſentiments. of the 
- miniſter they encourage to preach, and parti- 
cularly him whom they call to be their paſtor. 
If there is a difference between one man's 
views and the views of another; the right 
of private judgment ſeems to require, that a 
people ſhould be ſatisfied in the miniſter 
whom they are to countenance and attend 
. upon, The caſe of a publick, compulſory 
requiſition, enforced by pains and penalties, 
is widely different from that of a private 
friendly enquiry, made by the congregation, 
and by the miniſters. to be. concerned, in 
ſetting apart the candidate for the paſtoral 
office; the one is maniteſtly unreaſonable ; ' 
the other, upon the very principles of reli- 
gious liberty, highly proper. Even the zea- 
lous gentleman, who is ſo deſirous of ex- 
ploding from chriſtianity almoſt every doc- 
Ep ; trine 
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trine, that. ſets it above a mere 8 of e- 
fined morality, yet inſiſts, and that very pro- 
perly, that principles are byno means of an 
indifferent narure: Nor is there any com- 
munity under the denomination of chr iſti- 
an, (however comprehenſive or unlimited 
their ideas of the word charity may be) but 
wiſh, that their miniſter be of their own | 
judgment, reſpe@ing religious ſubje&s, 
It is therefore, in comphance with 
the requeſt of the church and miniſtets pre-
